Serve Hostess

Rule For Dinner 


There are certain rules which hold 


Rood in laying the individual cover, 
whether the meal be breakfast 
or 


dinner, which "must always be ob- 
served. These decree that plate and 
flat silver are get one-half inch from 
the edge of the table, that knives and 
spoons are laid to the right of the 
rover, and that forks 'are laid on the 
left. 


Flat silver is always arranged in the

At the point of the knife place the 
glass of water, and at the point of 
the fork the bread-and-butter 
plate.
